China was not in my province and that they should submit 
their application to the St ate Depa rtment which I believe they 
plan to do. I did tell the I I that I would pass on to the STAT 

Department the request they made of me orally and which they 
have now confirmed in writing. In my reply I am advising them 
of the action I have taken. 1 may add that I gave no encourage- 
ment one way or the other as regards the possibility of getting a 
passport to China and the likelihood of securing the Chicom visa. 

I did tell them that evidence of previous association with reporting 
from China might be one element which would be considered in 
connection with their application.
